Editor: On the W eller Creek ques­ 
tion: 
In regards to the statem ent :n 
last week’s issue signed by Mr. Geo. 
Klehm, it m ignt seem to some peo­ 
ple that the Kirchhotf B rothers got 
a lot of easy money from A rling­ 
ton Heights that was not rig h tfu l­ 
ly coming to us. If the Village tru s­ 
tees a t th at time, including Mr. 
Klehm, paid out one more dollar 
than they were supposed to, they 
could be held liable and prosecuted. 
But anybody that knows the pro­ 
per procedure ot a sewer system 
knows that the county court set the 
value on the land, and sets the 
amount of damages to be paid. 
That we got Sol),COO for ten acres 
of land is not irue. 
When Arlington Heights figured 
on putting in a sewer, the first 
thing they did was to annex fifteen 
acres of our land along the rail- 
load without our knowledge. The 
reason for this was to run their 
sewer through our land. If our land 
had not been annexed, we could 
have asked for dam ages, but now 
being a part of the village, we had 
to pay an assessm ent to the tune of 
$500.00 an acre. This Sewer does 
not do me a nickles worth of good. 
Still I had to pay this $500.00 an 
acre assessm ent. 
In regards to the pay we got for 
our land, I want to say we did not 
get cash. We got bonds. The first 
two years we got interest on the 
bonds and after that we didn’t get 
any interest, and when the bonds 
come due we couldn’t get any cash. 
We got tired of keeping the bonds 
we had left, so we sold some for 50c 
on the dollar, and those that are 
overdue we can’t hardly give away. 
The opening of W eller Creek plus 
the Arlington Heights assessm ent 
cost us three brothers approxim ate­ 
ly $17,500.00, so after everything 
was said and done I did not have 
very much to show up 
for my 6 
acres of land which I sold to A r­ 
lington Heights. 
Mr. Klehm claims this land to 
have been worthless, but I can as­ 
sure you after W eller Creek was 
opened, I plowed every inch of my 
land way up to the ditch. 
I could explain a lot more, but I 
think this is enough. It is m ost re­ 
grettable that statem ents lik** Mr. 
Klehm’s appear in print, especial­ 
ly those parts that are not true.
